In the House of Commons, Mr. Shaw Le- 
fovra, President of the local government 
board, has introduced a bill providing for 
the abolition of plural voting and for tho 
holding of all elections on the same day. Tho 
bill passed its first reading. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says : — 
The town of Dubuo, in the province of Vol- 
bynla,, has been destroyed by fire. Dubuo 
is situated on the river Irwa, about 38 miles 
weet of Ostrog. It has a population of 
about 8,000. 

A dlspatoh from Gibraltar Bays : The 
Dutch brlgantine Anna, wbilo becalmed off 
tho Riff coasb of Moroooo, was boarded by 
boat loads of Riffians, who fired upon her 
crew as they pnllod alongside, killing the 
captain and Injuring the mate. The Rif- 
fians then ransacked the vessel of overythlng 
oh her table. When a breeze sprang up the 
Riffians left the brlgantine, which eventu- 
ally arrived here and reported tho occur- 
rence. 

A Paris dispatch announces that M. Ley- 
gues, minister of the interior, who has re- 
turned from his visits to tho districts devas- 
tated by the breaking of the Bousey .reser- 
voir, announces that he will fix tho blame for 
tho disaster, no matter how high the offi- 
cials may be who are responsible for ib, Tho 
government will compensate all the peoplo 
who have suffered by the acoident. 

Tho World's Fair, or Exposition Univer- 
salis, promoted by the Quesn-Regenb of the 
Netherlands and under her patronage, was 
formally oponed to-day with appropriate 
oxoroiscs, participated in by a largo oon- 
courao of people. The exposition occupies a 
vast tract of ground in the fashionable sub- 
urbs of the city, tho paiaco or principal 
building standing in a garden of five acres 
filled with tropical plants. Among tho 
foaturos of the exposition are a midway, an 
electrical restaurant, a world's bazaar and 
an exhibit of hotel and travelling accommo- 
dations. 

In tho Old Bailey to-day Justice Charles 
summed up the caBO against Oec»r Wildo 
and Alfred Taylor.

of lights whioh tho stoward believed to bo 
fishing boats. The three mon stayed iu tho 
galley until tho collision oocurred. In Bpito 
of this, the jury found that thoro was not 
auflioiont proof that tho Craithio wbb aololy 
blumoablo for tho collision, and on tho ques- 
tion of standing by tho rule of road tho 
jury oxonoratod Captain Gordon, command- 
or of tho Craithie.

BKITAIN AND NICARAGUA 



Honduras Offers Military Assistance 
to the Neighboring Republic- 
England's Attitude. 

Does Not Covet the Canal-Her 
Terms Will be Acceded 
to. 



Managua, Nicaragua, May 1 —Honduras 
has given assurance to Nicaragua that her 
troopa will be at the disposal of Nicaragua 
should they be aeoeasary. This is tho only 
tender of troopa that haa beon made by the 
Central American governments, although 
tho other republioa have shown their inter- 
est and co-oparation in other ways. Tho 
offer from Honduras is not likoly to be ac- 
cepted owing to the present favorablo turn 
of affairs ; but at ono time thoro waa a pros- 
peob of ooncorted action by the forcoa of tho 
two oountriea. The good offices of the min- 
isters of Hondurae, Guatemala and tho 
other American states are being exerted to 
Beoure a peaceful settlement. 

Officers belonging to the British fleet were 
ashore yoaterday at San Juan del Sur, the 
small port near which tho Pacific ontrance 
of tho Nicaragua Canal ia to be built. It 
was noticed they were making meaauro- 
ments and topographic Bketchea of tho land 
in that part of the country and, apparently, 
were making observations along the route 
to be followed by the canal from the Paoifio 
to Lake Nicaragua. 

Washington, May 1. — At the State De- 
partment the news that Nicaragua would 
pay the $77,500 indemnity within fifteen 
days after the departure of the British 
troops was seemingly expected, though no 
direct advices had been received by the de- 
partment. 

The guarantee of the payment by Nica- 
ragua of the indemnity as required by 
Great Britain will be made in the amplost 
manner poeaiblo and will be in any ono of 
Beveral forms as follows : First — Promise 
of the Nicaraguan government, which in 
view of the fact that the government has 
never defaulted on its obligations, is itBelf 
regarded as a guarantee. Seoond — Bank of 
Nicaragua, a national Institution, with a 
recognized standing in London, will, if need 
be, give a guarantee. Third— The Republio 
of Guatemala, one of the riohest Central 
American states, stands ready to deposit 
£15,600 pounds sterling in a London bank If 
Nicaragua dosires the favor. Fourth— The 
Nicaraguan Canal Company, whoso word in 
London would be acceptable in tho highost 
finanolal oirolos, will give either guarantee 
or cash if need be. 

The final proposition, as now conoludod 
between Nicaragua and Groat Britain, will 
therefore be aa follows : Groat Britain 
agrees to immediately evacuate Corlnto nnd 
withdraw her fleet. Nicaragua agrees to 
pay £15,500 in London in fifteen doya from 
the Bailing of the fleet oubof Corlnto harbor. 
Tho latter condition was insisted upon by 
nTicnrsgua ns tho only meanB of cheoktng the 
popular agitation and a atop towards main- 
taining her dignity. 

The affair has cost Nicaragua more than 
the original $77,500. Ib was necoBsury to 
raise 3,000 extra troops at a cost of 53,000 
per day. The abandonment of Corlnto as a 
customs port has also resulted iu much loss. 
Disturbance to buaineas and commorco ia 
also a loas whioh cannot be meaaured in 
dollars.

VANCOUVER, May 1. — At Monday night's 
meeting of council tho Sunday closing by- 
law 1b likely to b) carried.

Merchants who are in the habit of keoplng 
open eay they will willingly oloae if all are 
obliged to refrain from selling goods.

Several of 
tho leading mines will start up during May 
and the shipments will then bo in exoeaa of 
thoBO of the past wintor. Tho Mollio 
Hughos, looated oloae to town, ia ontorod as 
a shipper, it having made a small ahlpmont 
to Pilot Bay, tho firat to that point from tho 
Slocan. Duriog tho last fortnight, with tho 
exception of 52 tons sent to Tacoms, tho 
balance of 497 tons shipped wont to tho 
Omaha works. From the initial shipment 
on Sept. 13, 1894, to January 1, 1895, the 
Slocan mines sent out over tho Nukusp and 
Slocan railway 2,151 tona of oro, valued ot 
5215,100, and to tho end of Maroh 3,005 
tons, valued at $303,500. From April 1 to 
April 17 there were shipped 1,337 tons 
worth S131.700. 

Work has been resumed on the Wonder- 
ful, bIx men being employed. The Wonder- 
ful ia expected to develop into a paying 
propoBltlon Inside of 30 days. If that is the 
case, a mill and tramway will bo immedi- 
ately orected. 

The Alamo Mining Co. haB secured an 
other slid of the Twin Likes mine.

STSIJKE AMONU COOLIES. 

Hongkong Sock Laborers Kefuse to Comply 
With Sanitary Regulations— Great lncon 
venleace toSulppIng. 

Vancouver, May 1.— (Special)— The day 
the Empress of China left Hongkong there 
was an immense strike among tho coolie dock 
laborers of that oity. The authorities had 
recently required the Chinese coolie element 
to certify on oath that they occupied the 
amount of spaoo In Ihoir dwellings required 
by law, to be photographed, and to anawer 
a number of other questions. These Btopa 
were thought nocessary owing to tho plague 
having broken out in the Orient. The cool 
lea mot in companies to consider the matter 
and finally met In hundreds on the streets 
Not a coolie in the city oompliod with the 
law, and not one could bo found who would 
do any sort of manual labor at any price. 
The Empress was in consequenao loaded by 
sailors of the British men of war and "black " 
■oldlers at a station not conspicuously in 
sight of Hongkong in order to avoid trouble 
All the other stoamors in port wore being 
loaded and unloaded by their own crews 
and men belonging to the warships. Resi- 
dents wore assured of perfeot safety by the 
authorities and the military were preparing 
to quell the slightest resistance to authority. 
Besides the black regiment, composed|of 500 
nativoB of India, thore were fourteen men- 
of-war in port, while moro veaaola wero 
waiting to bo unloaded than had been aeon 
togother for many years at Hongkong.

BEAVEN V. FELL. 

Tho Triul Opens Before Mri Justice Drake in 
tho Supreme Court. 

The case of Beaven and Yates v. Fell 
cams up for trial bafore Mr. Justice Drake 
yoBtorday. This was an uotion brought by 
Robert Beaven as assignoo and J. S, Yates 
as a creditor of Green, Worlook & Co.'s es- 
tate, to have it declared thab a transfer to 
dofoudant of a oertificato of stook in the 
Canada Western hotel was void as being a 
fraudulent preforonce agalnsb tho creditors 
of the estate. 

Mr. Beaven, the firab witness, produced 
an envolopo whioh had been found among 
tho papers of the bank after it had gone 
into tho hands of tho assignees. It bore a 
pencil memorandum : 

" Handed Canada Western stock to T. 
Fell, aecurity for costs and balance" 

Tho witness proved Mr. Foil's account at 
tho bunk, showing he was indebted on cur- 
rent account §188, and was a creditor to tho 
amount of §900, betides having a bill of 
oiats againnr. tho atsi^nees on May 21, 1893, 
for about §800. 

Q. H, Brown stated thab at a meeting of 
oreditois in tho Y.M C A. hall on April 27, 
1893, ho had given u list of questions to the 
chairman to ask Mr. Fell, who had stated 
that he got tho Canada Western ate ok in 
puymeut of a bill of costs. This was cor- 
roborated substantially by Messrs. Kins- 
man, Smith, A. Wilson and N. Shakespeare, 
and this closed the oase for the plaintiffs. 

Thornton Foil, the defendant, stated thab 
tho certificate of stook waB handed to him 
nob as payment but as aoouriby for the 
bank's indebtedness to him in reBpect 
of the balanco due him, and his coBts 
us solicitor. It was handed to him on 
March 1st in pursuance of an argumenb 
entered into with Mr Worlock on Septem- 
ber 9, 1893, when dtfendant was about to 
leavo for Chioago, and aekod for some 
stcurity for his account. This arrangement 
was that ho was to be secured. Ho denied 
stating In tho moating that the cortific.io 
had been given as payment. 

Frederick Worlook was tho noxt witness 
and testified thab tho certificate had 
boen given to Mr Foil as stated by that 
witness. In June or July 1893, tho bank 
had a good many depositors withdrawing 
their accounts, and found it necessary to 
get asBiBtanco from a local bank. In Aug- 
ust ib was found necessary to obtain assist- 
ance to pay that bank, and, in consequence, 
on consulting Mr Fell, that gentleman 
had said that he had truat money 
in his deposit Recount and should feel ib 
proper to withdraw it. As it was in the 
interest of the bank nob to loso depositors, 
Mr. Worlock had told Mr. Fell to leave his 
deposit, and In case of an emergency arising, 
whioh waa nob then anticipated, ho (Mr. 
Fell) should ho socured — or words to that 
effect. Mr. Fell then made a deposit of 
§900. In view of the promise made, Mr. 
Worloos:, on March 1, uboub 6 o'clock in 
the evening, gave bhe certificate of stock to 
Mr. Fell a« security. 

ABked by Mr. Bodwell, if he had ever in- 
tended to get the certificate back or pay it, 
Mr. Worlock retorted that the question was 
nob worth answering. 

Asked as to why Mr. Foil was not paid 
in caBh as tho books showed Bomo §4,000 on 
hand on March 1, Mr. Worlock replied that 
this represented markod checks as well. He 
was not certain just how much waa actual 
cash. It was not cuBtomary to pay in 
marked chocks and he did not like to make 
a precedenb. At* the time tho certificate 
waB handed to Mr. Fell on March 1, no as- 
signment had been made but it waa already 
decided not to open up noxt day. Mr. Fell 
could have withdrawn hia money at any 
timo had ho wished. 

Tho case was horo adjourned till to-day at 
3 o'clock. Mr. Bodwell appeared for plain- 
tiffs and Mr. Gordon Hunter and Mr. Hall 
for tho defendant.

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STATE SOCIALISM. 

Tho experience of Australia has shown 
that stato-Booialiem ia not, from tho tax 
payer's point of viow, all that it has been 
cracked up to be. In England and the 
Unltod StateB, where railways are private 
property, the owners of railway utook, like 
the reBt of the oommunity, have to suffer 
tha effaota of bad times. When business is 
slaok and the earnings of tho railways are 
small, dividends decrease But in Australia, 
whore tho railways are built with money 
borrowed by the Btato and are tho property 
of tho people, tho public creditor receives 
the stipulated rato of interest whothor tho 
earnings of the railway be large or small, 
whether there be a profit or a loss in running 
them. For instance, theehareholderBof many 
American railways think themselves luoky 
if in a time of depression they get 1} per 
cent, for their money, bub the capitalist 
who haB lent money to the Australian gov- 
ernments geta his 4 per cent, oven if the 
railways havo not paid working exponBcs. 
For instance, the colony of Viotorla alone 
la,Bb year paid tho immense sum of thirty- 
aeven and three-quarter million dollars — 
£7,500,513 -as intereat on money borrowed 
to build tho railways over and above tho in- 
terest actually earned. A government rail- 
way in Australia or anywhere olse can 
never become bankrupt unless the Btato it- 
self falls into bankruptcy ; but nothing is 
more common, unfortunately, on this side 
of the Atlantic than to find railways 
in the hands of receivers. Hore state- 
socialism is decidedly favorable to the 
oapitalisb class. The man who lendB 
money to a railroad-building govern- 
ment ia sure of his dividends; tho man who 
buys the shares of a private railway com- 
pany taken hla chances of gain or loss. 

Those who favor Btato-Booialism are loud 
in tholr denunciation of oapltal. They are 
continually exclaiming against the tyranny 
of monopolies and^yndicatos and rings. But 
we find atato-aoclalism in Australia exceed- 
ingly favorablo to tho men who have money 
to invest. Who is to guarantee that the 
state will be more luccosaful in conducting 
business of other kinds than it ia in running 
railroads. Tho people of Australia havo to 
make good the loaaoa of their railroads out 
of their own pockets. How long could thoy 
atand that aort of thing if the state wore en- 
gaged in a number of other enterprises and 
oinking money in them all, aa it probably 
would. We often aoo tho Postoffioe trotted 
out aa a BUCJoasful example of state-social- 
ism. If tho Post-oUiooB of tho United Statoa 
and Canada wore privato concerns and if 
thoy had boon run aa favorably to the pooplo 
aa thoy havo been as Government institu- 
tions, they would havo boon financially dead 
and buriod long ago. Thoy havo never yet 
paid their way.

The curativo [effeat of pilooarpin in can- 
cer and similar diseases does not appear to be 
as yet well established. Tho euro is still 
in the experimental stage and a very great 
deal will yet have to be dono before it oan 
be rolled upon. The moat thab cau 
be said of it at presont is that it lias been 
u8od with good rffdot in a case of lupus. It 
haB boon tried in oascnof consumption with- 
out any apparent bonefioial effeot. 



A NEW It EM ED Y. 



It was reportod not long ago that Dr. Louis 
Waldstoln, of Now York, who ia now in 
Germany, had diacovored a romody for can- 
cer and consumption. A groat doal waB 
said about tho alleged euro, much of which 
has turned out to be, notoxaotly untrue, but 
tho truth greatly exaggerated. Tho now 
remody is an old modioine. It is called pil 
ocarpln or pilooarplno, whioh tho dictionary 
telle us ia " an alkaloid oxtraotod from 
jalnrandi us a white amorphous crystalline 
substance whioh haa a peculiar ofloob on the 
vasomotor system." It is for ita action on 
tho blood, however, that pilooarpin is aaid 
to bo valuable in tho euro of cancer, lupue 
and consumption. Dr. Waldstoiu's theory 
is that " injections of pilooarpin stimu- 
lating tho lymphatic glands would 
inoroaso tho numbor of whifco corpuB- 
cles in tho blood, and thus re- 
inforce the blood's original germicidal 
power. There seems to bo fairly satisfac- 
tory ovldonoo that tho whito oorpusclos are 
aotivo foos to tho invndiDg baotoria or gorma 
of Infectious dlBoasos. Dr. Waldstoin be- 
lieves that their number can bo inoreasod 
and their benoGolol aotion Intensified by 



TEE PROHIBITION REPORT. 

Those who favor prohibition will not foel 
greatly elated over tho Report of tho Royal 
Commission on the Liquor Traffio. The 
Commission has sent in two roporta, a ma- 
jority one, signed by four membore, and a 
minority one, signed by one member. The 
ovidenoo taken, wo find, waa literally vol- 
uminous, aa it fills live volumes, The 
majority report oovers about 1,300 p3gos of 
typo-written matter, with appendices ox. 
tending to almoat as many more. 

The conclusion at which the majority of 
tho CommiaaionorB arrive, after thoir long 
andsearohing Inquiry, will no doubb bo con- 
demned by the prohibitionlats of tho Do- 
minion as " lamo and Impotent," und tho 
anti-prohibitionista, when they glance over 
tho report, will exclaim triumphantly, " Wo 
told you bo." The Reports, we are afraid, 
however ably they may have boon drawn up 
andhowovorstrong tho ovidonoeon which they 
aro based, will not have muoh effeab on pub- 
lia opinion as regards tho quoatlon of prohi- 
bition. Tho prohibitionists will not, we 
think, decrease perooptibly in number bo- 
causo the majjrity of the commission havo 
decided ugainat their cherished convictions, 
and we have a notion that tho confirmation 
given to their opinions by the Report will nob 
inoroaso to any great extent the number of 
thoae who are opposed to prohibition. Tho 
money spent in prosecuting the inquiry haa 
we fear, as far aa any inlluenoo lb may 
have on public opinion been thrown away. 
The reports and tho evldonoo on whioh they 
aro baaed will be read by very few indeed, 
and of thoae who undertake to study thorn 
an exceedingly Bmall numbor will bring to 
tho formidable task unbiaesod minds. 

It would be edifying to know what effect 
the inquiry haB had on the minds of the 
Commissioners themselves. Has tho evi- 
dence they havo seen and the observations 
they have had the opportunity of making 
ohanged the minda of any of them, or are 
thoy all of the same opinion aa regards 
prohibition, as they were when they were 
appointed members of the Commission ? 

The great question which the Royal Com 
mission had to answer was " Does prohlbl 
tlon prohibit J" If it oould be shown con 
olusivoly that prohibition has boon success 
ful where it has been tried, that it has 
produced tho beneficial effocta whioh the 
advocates of prohibition declare it mus 
necessarily produce, the greatest difficulty 
in the way of the adoption of prohibition by 
many communities would disappear. What 
conoluaion have the majority of tho membors 
of the Commission arrived at with regard 
to the effioaoy of prohibition ? The follow 
ing paragraphs from the text of tho majority 
Report gives in a very amall apace the result 
of the inquiry aa far as they aro concernod. 

The undersigned oonsidor thab tho aim of 
any system of regulating or prohibiting 
liquor traffic ia to leaaen, or extingulah, the 
evils whioh arise from tho Improper uae of 
intoxicating bevorages, and after the most 
careful and anxious consideration on the 
aubject, thoy have come to tho conclusion 
that thia would not be accomplished by tho 
enactment of a law prohibiting the manu- 
facture, importation and ealo of intoxicating 
liquors throughout the Dominion, and than 
if such a law were passed it could not be 
efficiently enforced. 

Prohibitory law partakes too much the 
oharaotor of oocrcive loglalation on a matter 
in regard to whioh a very large portion of 
the people consider thoy are qualified and 
entitled to judge for themselves, to be ac- 
cepted aa a moaaure they are called upon to 
unhoaltatlngly obey, and henoe the imprao 
tloabillty of efficient enforcement, 

With the powers possessed by the various 
provinces to legislate in respect to the traffio 
tho certainty that in some of the provinces 
prohibition would meet with determined 
opposition, with an opon frontier auoh aa tho 
Dominion possesses, largely bordering on 
states in which the aale would bo oarried on, 
the underaigned consider that it is illusory 
to anticipate that a genoral prohibitory law 
could bo enforced with any reasonable do 
greo of efficiency. 

Tho answer of tho majority of tho Com- 
miaaion is that prohibition does not prohi 
bit, and cannot prohibit. Unfortunatoly, 
wo are unablo to give our readers an ox- 
tract from tho minority report, drawn up 
by tho disaonting Commissioner, Rev. Dr. 
MoLood, as that roport waa not brought 
down. Both roporta will, no doubt, soon 
be published, and thoso interested in the 
aubj act will havo the opportunity of sooing 
what all tho Commlaslonors have aaid on 
tho efficacy of prohibition. 



DISAPPOINTED AND ANORY. 

Mr Sifton, tho Attorney-General of 
Manitoba, who was auppoBod to ho quietly 
and BorioUBly deliberating upon tho course 
whioh he and hia colloagues In tho Govern- 
ment ought to purauo on tho School quea 
tlon, went to Haldimand and mado that 
question tho thome of a eorios of stump 
apoochea. Thoao Bpooohoa allowed that 
as far aa ho waa concornod the 
adjournment of tho Manitoba Legislature 
was a sham. Ho required no time to do- 
liborato. Ha had mado up hia mind and he 
waB doterminod to do hia best to prevail 
upon tho doctors of Haldimand to condemn 
tho Dominion Govornmonb for tho course 
thoy hod pursuod in the mattor. HIb efforts 
woro not orownod with buccobb. Ho in fact 
failed moat oonapiououBly. It ia evident 
that tho elootora of that county woro not 
oharmod by Mr. Sifton'a oloquonoo nor con- 
vinced by hia arguments. Ho had to return 
homo a greatly disappointed uan. , 

Ho, it appoars, had placed groat rolianco 
upon the Orangemen of Haldimand. Ho 



evidently believed thab when ho raised the 
standard of opposition !n that county and 
appeared aa the champion of what he called 
Manitoba's rights, the Orangemon would 
regard him aa a hero and vote for the Mo- 
Carthy candidate to a man. When he found 
thab his stirring appeals had fallen flab on 
tho oars of the Ontario Orangemen he was 
greatly disgusted, and whon he visited 
Montreal after tho eleotlon he gave free 
vont to his feelings. Thia is how he spoke 
of tho Orangemen whom ho had failed to 
convert : 

"Mr. Sifton," writes the interviewer, 
"evidently feels very bitterly againBb the 
Orangemen. He does not think that the 
resolutions passed by tho lodges in support 
of Manitoba are worth a snap of tho lingers, 
and when asked if hn thought they were un- 
reliable ua a polltioal faotor, ho replied: "On 
the contrary, they are very reliable — to 
shout for you, and go out and vote for your 
opponent. I know whero thoy are. They 
aro quite reliable. The Orangemen came to 
our meetings and applauded. Apparently 
they wore enthusiastically in favor of Mr, 
McCarthy — and I muat say thab some of 
bhom really workod and voted for him — bub 
moat of tho mon who shouted tho loudest at 
our meotiuga wont out and voted for Mon- 
tague lb is ploaBanter to go with the big 
orowd, you know." 

Mr. Sifton in hia anger and disappoint- 
ment la unjust to tho Orangomon. Whatever 
may have boon tho fallings of tho men of 
that order want of stoadfaBtnesa and sin- 
cerity has not boeu among them. 

SHARP CRITICISM. 

Tho San Franoisoo Argonaut is vary severe 
on tho daily paporB of that city for tho way 
in which thoy aro dealing with the Durrant 
murder case: 

Tho daily papors have boon attempting to 
defend thoir hystorio and sensational ao 
counts of tho Emmanuel Church murders on 
tho plea of "aiding tho deteotivos." If tho 
papers have aided tho law in any way, It 
would bo diffioult to toll what it is. Thoy 
have blazoned forth to tho world ovcry dis- 
covery mado by tho police, apparently in or 
der that the criminal or criminals may be 
duly warned, For oxamplo, tho finding of 
Marian Williams's purae in the pooket of 
one of Durrani's co&te, waa printed with 
whoopa and yells in every daily in tho city 
If Durrant ia guilty, it afforded him an op 
portuuity to concoct a plausible story us to 
its presences thoro. Ho with every link in 
tho chain ; if Durrant is tho murderer, this 
publishing of clews will help his defenoa ; if 
he le not, it will koep the truo murderer 
warnod aB to the movements of the polico, 
and honce keep him out of the clutches of 
the law.

Manager Maorae, of the Northern Paoifio 
steamship lino here, returned from Tacoma 
by the City of Kingston last evening with 
tho news tllat three large Btoamahipa had 
been chartered to tako their placo in tho 
company's Oriontal servioo. This Btep has 
been found necessary to onablo tho company 
to moot tho growing requirements of thoir 
trado, which ia now In oxcobb of that of any 
other competing linoa so far aa freight ia con- 
cerned. Through tho ohartorlng of tho now 
ships, the Sikh will be takon off tho run, 
leaving the five vessels to oarry on tho busi- 
ness horotoforo handled by throe. Tho now 
shlpa have much greator carrying oapacity 
than either of thoso ,now running, 
The now vessels aro the Evandalo 
and tho Strathnovia, both built this year in 
Groat Britain, and the Hankow, a handeomo 
vobbbI only a fow years old. Tho first of 
thoBo to arrivo will bo the Strathnovis, whioh 
will tako the run of tho Sikh and will arrivo 
towards tho end of Juno. Thero will be no 
change In tho timo table announced in 
February but regular trips with an arrival 
overy twenty-one days will be made accord- 
ing to that sohedule for tho first five voy- 
ages after tho arrival of the Strathnevia. 
Then, In all probability, a change will bo 
made to givo a faster Bervloo. 

Heretofore, with only three Bhips, tho 
Northern Pacifio Steamahip Company haa 
been unable to oarry all the freight offered. 
Even the Sound flouring mills have been 
unable to socuro enough spaao on tho vessels 
sailing from Tacoma to Bhip to tho Orient 
to fill their orders. On every trip freight 
has boon turned away. Tho new fleet will 
bo enabled to handle all business that may 
offer during at leaBt the ooming yoar.

breadth, 43 foot ; depth, 29 feet; ongineB, 
triplo expansion, 1,800 indicated horse 
power ; three oylindors, 24 inches, 40 Inches 
and 0(1 InoheB by u'5-lnoh stroko. 

The Hankow, owned by William Milburn 
& Co., a steol scrow stoamer ; tonnage, 
groaa, 3,594 ; tonnage undor deok, 3,153 ; 
tonnage, not, 2,332 ; leDgth, 389 f<jet ; 
breadth, 42 foot ; depth, 29 feet ; enginos, 
3,000 indioatod horso-power. In addition 
to socuring tho throe now steamships, tho 
company has already ohartored two soiling 
vessels to carry tea from Knbo and Yoko- 
hama to Tacoma. These vessels will leave 
Japan so as to arrivo Bomo timo in August. 
The now steamahipB which have just been 
aocurod aro now all in Oriental waters.

THE HAIDA INDIANS. 

S'holr Family Crests and Their SiKnlllcance- 
Curlosltles of Tribal Relationship. 

The fallowing interesting paper was re- 
cently read by Mr. James Deans before thi 
British Columbia Natural History Sooiuty; 

By a civilization I mean the advance 
which any people has made from a primi- 
tive low estate to one of considerable re- 
finement and intelligence. The bubjoot ot 
this popsr io not the olvilizjtion of the 
lost Atlantis, nor that of the Mayas, the 
Incas, tho Toltecs, the Aztecs nor of any 
nation of Central or South America ; nor 
that of tho mound buildors and others of 
NorbhQAmerica Neither is it on those 
civilizations in other parts of the world, the 
theme of many an ancient story. Mine ie 
not a treatise on the ooDquests of Alexander, 
of Philip, of Ciesar, tho Saracens, nor of 
others of bygone or modern times, nor do I 
mean the kingdoms of whom a poot has 
said : 

" Somotimos a littlo kingdom stretches out. 
And olbows all tho kingdoms round about ; 

Crushed by Its own unwioldly wotght 

It rushes onward to Its (ate. 
Thus, hoadlong down the stream of time it 
goes. 

And sinks in momonts, what in ages roao." 

It is on a civilization at our own doors, in 
this provinoo and in Southern Alaska — the 
civilization of the Haidas, or as they pro- 
nounce thoir name Hidery, the signification 
of the name being People. This civilizition 
in various forms spread over tho greater 
part of British Columbia and part of the 
adjoining Stato of Washington, and all 
Southern Alaska. Its greatest development, 
in one form, was amongst the Quaokuts on 
this island and on the mainland adjoining. 
In another and moro extensive form it was 
found along tho rivers Naas and Skoona, 
amongst the Simskoans and numerous other 
tribes on the mainland and ialea adjoining ; 
on the Queen Charlotte group and on tho 
southern ialea of Alaska. Although some 
writers classify all of these tribes as Haida, 
I shall treat only of the various tribes who 
call themselves by the name of Haida, or 
rather Hidery, because amongst them this 
civilization was beat developed. Having 
spout many years amongst these people 
(that is the Queen Charlotte Hidory), I 
know them best, and shall to the best of my 
ability explain the uniquo hieroglyphics on 
thoir gargingB, that is taelr totem poles and 
houses. 

While giving readings of such difficult 
matter as are those ancient piature writ- 
ings, I do not say thoy are porfeot. A de- 
scription of thoir clans and orests is but a 
history of these people and their oivillzation. 
There are, as part of their social usages, 
three sorts of crests. 1, The clan crest; 2, 
the box crest; and 3, the individual crest. 
The first two are oallod by tho Hidery ton; 
for example, tho Kimquestau ton is tho 
frog's crest; tho Choo-itz* ton is tho wolf's 
crest, the Chootaa ton is the bear's orest. 
The first of them is a distinguishing mark 
or coat of arms, inherited and acquired. 
The sex orest Is one inherited from the 
mother and controlled the system of mar- 
riages. For example, a man or woman was 
nob allowed to take a wife or husband from 
tho same orest. If the one belonged to the 
raven phratry the other had to belong to the 
eagles. The- third wis not in realii y a orest, 
it is a iotem. Among the Indians of North 
America the totem is an animal, a bird or a 
fiah, and is regirdod as the protector of 
tribes and individuals. The above-men- 
tioned clans or crests were in two 'great 
divisions called phratries or brotherhoods. 
These two phratries bad their representa- 
tives in the raven. and eagle. In some vil- 
lages the raven was the highest ; in others 
the eagle. Each of these phratries was 
divided into olans or crests, which were 
likewise represented by a certain objeot. 

Tho crests belonging to the raven were 
eleven, Their English names I give first, 
then the Hidery. Firsb cornea the wolf, 
"chooitzi"; the bear, "ohoola"; the scan- 
nab or killer whall, " the ekate fetra "; the 
mountain goat, " mut "; the sea lion, " the 
chee mouBe " a river, "suag"; the moon, 
" knng "; the sun, " troore "; the rain- 
bow, named " ooot coo-towell-coh-coot-ooo," 
meaning tho roadway of the angels ; and 
lastly, the thunder bird, " scamsum." 

The eagle phratry had 14 crests or clans, 
namely the eogle, *' choot"; the raven, 
" oho- e- ah "; the frog, " kimquestan "; the 
beaver, "sing"; the moon, "knng"; the 
shark, " sin cuchuda " or dog fish mother; 
the duok, " ha ha "; the codfish, the wobco, 
an extinct land and water animal resem- 
bling an alligator; the whale, "boon"; tho 
owl, " coot quee ness "; the dogfish, " ca- 
chada "; the soulpin, ■' bahie"; the dragon- 
fly, " chioka. " 

These wore tho crestB or coats of arms for 
the clans, and as soon as a youth or maiden 
had the means to pay for it, they had them- 
selves tattooed with all tho crests belonging 
to their phratry — tho boys on their breasts, 
arms and legs, the girls on their arms and 
legs. By doing so they not only raisod 
higher but got a better name. They wero 
also by theso moans initiated into other 
privileges in unison with tho social usageB 
of their nation or people. 

As I said before, a man or woman could 
tako a wife or huBband from any phratry 
but thoir own, or in other words a man wu 
allowed to take a wife from any crest bo- 
longing to the eaglo phratry, provided ho 
himself was of tho ravens, and so forth 
through all tho others. 

AH the pooplo bo'onglng to ono phratry 
wero considered as related and consequently 
lived together in one of thoso largo houses 
whioh wero often soon in a village. Thoro 
wero a numbor of very good points in this 
civilization ; for instancy, when any person 
had tho misfortuuo to bo taken a prisoner ot 
war and was oonveyod to a villago belong- 
ing to hoatilo parties, what ho had to do on 
landing was to look along tho villago for a 
crost showing his own olan. If ho found 
ono, all he had to do wbb to toll his captors 
" I belong to such a oreBt or clan ; lot mo 
go to Buch a house." They would givo him 
his liborty, Baying "go; you aro safo." 
Although tho two tribes wero still at war, 
as long as ho ohoie to Iivo there he waB 
safo. If ho or she wished to go homo they 
had a safo conduct bo tho boundury of 
thoir own country. If unyono wore hungry 
or sick or blind in a strange villago, or old 
and infirm at homo, withoub relations, thoso 
of thoir orost had to tako caro of thorn, and 
if thoy died thoy had to dispose ot tho body 
in tho dead house belonging to tho same 
crest.

UNITED STATES TRUCULENCE. 

Senator Morgan Says That Somebody MiiBt 
Step In and bo Disagreeable With 
Great Britain. 

Washington, May 1.— Senator Morgan, 
of Alabjma, in an intorview on tho Nicara- 
guan situation, oharaoterized the insult to 
Consular Agent Hatch, as "the flimsiest 
kink of protoxt " on tho part of Groat Brit- 
ain, and euid that if a private individual 
would olaim damages on such » oaBO ho 
would bo luugbed out of oourt. He pre- 
aumed the administration had taken proper 
steps to prevent Great Britain from obtoin- 
ing a foothold on Nioaraguaa territory. 

" But if it has not," he addod, " tho next 
oongresa will, ovon if Great Britain must be 
driven off tho continent at tho point cf tho 
bayonet." Senator Morgan added that ho 
did not think the canal project would be en- 
dangered by the prosont complications. 
He said : 

" Thia case has gone far beyond tho Mon- 
roo doctrine, far beyond tho Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. Ib has a character that is distinctly 
its own, and that rosts upon higher grounds 
than any dootrino or any treaty over made 
or enunciated. The United States and tho 
governments of Nicaragua and Costa Rioa 
have enter; d into a solemn compact with 
each othor looking to tho construction of 
thia groat maritime highway; tho company, 
composod mostly of citizens of the United 
States, ia organized and sturts its work. 
Now comos Great Britain with the domin- 
eering spirit of aggrossion that has marked 
her course throughout tho history of modern 
times, and upon tho Blimmestof pretexts, tho 
most absurd of excuses, makes a demand 
upon tho government of Nicaragua, 
that she does not expect to bo 
oompliod .vith, and ail in the 
hope that through tho default of tho wcakor 
government Bho will bo onabled to CBtablls" 
a sovereignty over tho territory, and thus 
control the future development of tho canal 
and of the traflio that may paBS through It. 
I believe oongresB at its next session will, if 
nothing Bhall be done meanwhile by author 
ized powora now in authority, effectually 
and finally stop tho aggrossiona of Groat 
Britain and absolutely provent hor gaining a 
foothold in thia moat important point on tho 
American continent. I think there is 
enough Bpirib in tho American people to put 
a atop to thia proceeding. Great Britain ia 
not going to stop of hor own volition. Some- 
body muab stop in and bo disagreeable, and 
thia seoms to ba a very good opportunity 
for the United States to assume that role. 1 '

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TRAINING FOR THE PIAN& 



The-iAgo at Which a Pupil Ought to. S>6- 
Eln — When to Practice. 
Tboqnestion ia of ton astcod, "Atwfcat 
»Re should ft pupil begin a pmdoal 
training for the piano?'* This (jneation 
is answered as follows by an authority 
in such matters in tho columns of Tho 
Ladios' Homo Journal: 

My answor would bo as soon as she 
can read a littlo and knows enough of 
tho multiplication tablo to recito "four 
times. " Indeed a child neod but know 
that an objoot may be equally divided 
into eight parts, that she may under- 
stand tho relative value of notes, to 
commouco training. The advantages of 
oarly training are principally for the 
physical dovolopmont. Tho mental 
training, although novor neglootod, 
should bo slow until tho mind is well 
matured. In fact, the mental training 
in music should koop paco with tho gcn- 
oral soholastio progross. Without either 
a liking for tho study of tho piano or 
failing this tho oxhibition of a marked 
talent, it is worso than folly to compel a 
child to tako lessons. It is oruolty to 
tho child, a wasto of timo and monoy 
for tho paront 

Tho length of timo for praotico must 
dopoud upon tho hoalth and tho circum- 
stances surrounding tho pupil. As muoh 
timo as possiblo should bo given to 
daily praotico, and two hours at least 
should bo dovotod to that purposo. Tho 
host timo of day is in tho morning, as 
the mind is froor and tho body in a re- 
freshed condition. Praotico amounts to 
vory littlo if tho body and mind are 
tirod. Persistonco in praotico undor 
thoso conditions — through a mistaken 
sonso of duty — is ofton injurious to 
health and certainly fails of any music- 
al aocomplishmont. To those not in 
delicate hoalth ono hour is not too long 
for a sitting. In sitting at tho piano the 
stool should bo of sufficient hoight to 
bring tho elbows on a lovel with the 
top of tho koys, so that tho hands may 
fall naturally into position. Tho arms 
should hang from tho shoulders in an 
easy, graooful position and not bo hug- 
god to tho aides nor yet bo hold akimbo. 
A stiffness of the arms is invariably 
certain of producing unsatisfactory re- 
sults.
